The German invasion of France -has - 
now reached a point ‘where any delay - 
is dangerous: for them. They: have 
successfully “pushed ‘the Allies back 
from one position to another, but have 
not gained the decisive victory that is 
so necessary for the success of their 
Plan of operation. 

The retreat of the left wing of ‘the 
Allies to St. Quentin and Porcien is 
an important gain for_ the Germans. 
Théy now confront: the strongly forti- 
fted defensive curtain running from 
La Fere to Reims, and have the choice 
of massing their troops to -attempt. to 
force an advance around either flank 
of this curtain. The uncertainty al- 
lows the Germans to concentrate all 
of ‘their troops at the point selected, 
while the Allies must hold a force of 
defenders’ in both: positions. 

In. spite of large. losses the Allies 
_still hold an unbroken’ ling running 
front St. Quentin, twenty-five miles 
northwest of Laon, eastward ‘through 
to Porcien to’ the Meuse River, near 
Sedan, and ‘then’ séutheast’ through 
Verdun and Nancy ‘to «the. Vosges 
Mountains, near St. Die; here the line 
turns south along, the line “of the 
passes to Belfort andthe Swiss bor- 
der. At only one point along the line 
do the’ dispatches show sigtis of an 
aggressive movement, so necessary if 
the Allies wish to stop the further ad- 
vance of} the German invasion. This 
is in the district east of Nancy, where 
the, French aggressive is being stub- 
bornly .opposed by the army of Prince 
Rupprecht of, Bavaria. 

The historical, successes .of French 
armies have come from their assump- 
tion of an active offensive plan of 
campaign, and the natural tendency of 
the people would lead to an energetic 
aggressive move. The most significant 
feature of the war to date. has been 
not the overpowering advance. of the 
Germans through: Belgium, but the de- 
feat of the first French aggressive 
move into Lorraine. 

The dictates of careful strategy call 
for the French to avoid any disaster 
to their armies until the Russians 
have had time to push their cam- 
paign in force. The general plan_of 
the French campaign calls ‘for gradual 
withdrawals after causing.as much 
delay as possible, when outnumbered 
by the German forces. However, this 
plan does not mean a quiet defensive 
all along the line, but an aggressive 
defensive, including advances against 
the enemy wherever possible. 

The candid statement issued bythe 
British Press Bureau yesterday stands 
the test-of a critical comparison with 
news from other sources. It. shows 
that the British Regular Army resi- 
ments. are not-yet all at. the -front. 
The British forces.in the fight at Mons 
and in the series of rear guard actions 
during the fifty-mile retreat to St. 
Quentin can hardly have. numbered 
more than 125,000. ‘With reinforce- 
ments they may, now number 150,000 
men, Additional troops are coming 
both: from - the -home.. battalions ‘and 
from the colonies, but -it is: evident 
that the full British strength will not 
be placed: in the firing. Iine before 
October. 


The lne occupied by the Allies is 
naturally a stronger position than 
that of the Germans The Allies are 
closer to their reinforcements and 
their bases of supply. They have 
convenient rail lines parallel to their 
front, available for transporting 
troops to any threatened part of their 
line. The Germans are getting fur- 
ther from their bases of supply, and 
cannot so conveniently move reinforc- 
ing troops from flank to flank. 


The German invasion has so far been 
successful at every point, though . the’ 
advance has probably been slower than 
they had planned. No advance could 
have been faster than the one that 
they have made from Louvain to St. 
Quentin. They have stuck to the heels 
of the retreating Allies with a tenacity 
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and with a strength that show & well- 
planned forward movement that can’ be 
stopped: by the Allies only by an. ex- 
treme effort.” © 

In numbers the German and Aus- 
trian forces “are by now probably. in- 
fertor. to the Allies, but :the strength 
of an army does not depend.on num- 
bers alone. In the maxim of Na- 
poleon, based on’ the experience: of his 
successful. campaigns, ‘‘ the strength 
of an army, like the quantity; of mo- 
tion in mechanics, is estimated. by -the 
mass “multiplied by -the velocity...A 
swift march enhances the morale of 
the army ‘and increases its’ power for™ 
victory.” 

The advantage in orkii must -cer- 
tainly lie with the German armies at 
present... However,. for their success 
they have to pay the penalty of 
longer lines of communication, more_ 
exposed to attack. Their safety lies 
in strenuously pushing the advan- 
tage gained and in keeping the Allics 
so busy that they will not have :a 
Chance to-..undertake any counter- 
attack. This will result in a steady 
aggressive, resulting in. a. continuous 
battle until the question is decided 
whether the Germans ‘can break 
through the second French line of 
defense, or .whether, thrown back 
from this, they will have to retreat 
out. of France. 


Steady Russian Advance. 


The steady advance of the Russian 
Army into Germany continues, despite 
a stubborn German defense. The in- 
vestment of Kinigsberg is confirmed, 
and the Russian occupation of Allen- 
stein is reported. This -places the 
Russian advence ona line running 
frota Kénigsberg southwest through 
Ostercde to the vicinity of Thorn. 
The reported attack on Graudenz in- 
dicates a salient at this point of the 
line. 

The reported crossing of. the Vis- 
tula River by Russian forces in Prus- 
sia. will, if confirmed, show that the 
Russians have completed the first 
stage of their invasion,.and that they 
are about to enter on the invasion of 
Germany proper, where they will have 
to face the iminense armies of the 
German reserves. This will call for a 
large increase in the Russian forces at 
the front, and may cause some delay 
in their advance in force west of the 
Vistula. 


The Plans drawn iup. by the German 
General Staff for -a defense against 
Russia are known ‘to include a stub- 
born defense-of the line of the Vis- 
tula: River, Germany has strongly 
fortified the cities of Danzig, Thorn, 
Posen, and Breslau. She has also deée- 
fended the river crossings at Marien- 
burg and Graudenz. by- lines of ‘de- 
tached forts. The German military 
writers have generally mentioned a 
temporary occupation of East Prussia 
by the Russians as an expected fea- 
ture of the war. Germany’s real de- 
fense against the Russian invasion is 
expected to come west of the Vistula 
River. 

Délayed reports from the Austrian 
torder show that the Austrian inva- 
sion of Poland is being made by ‘a 
force of from four to: séven corps. Yes- 
terday’s reports state that the. success 
of the . Russian advance on Lemberg 
is forcing this Austrian invading army 
to turn eastward to reinforce the Aus- 
trian forces that are'charged with the 
defense of Galicia. . 

The Russian successes in Galicia so 
far more than balance the Austrian 
successes in Poland. Apparently Aus- 
tria will-soon need all her available 
forces ‘to oppose the advance of this 
strong Southern Russian Army, esti- 
mated. at 300,000 men. -The operatiofis 
in this field show ‘a determined effort 
on the part of the Austrians to oppose 
the Russian invasion, which has in- 
fluence on the:campaign in France in 
that it will prevent the detachment of 
further Austrian troops to aid the 
German advance on Paris.

Injunctions Would Have. Prevented 
Closing While Flood of Foreign 
Selling Wrecked Prices. 


Samuel P; Goldman, author of “A 
Handbook on Stock Exchange Laws,” 
has taken exception to some of the 
lessons of the war that Samuel Unter- 
mye? recently outlined in THe Timms. 

“Mr. Untermyer was ereatly in ef+ 
ror,” Mr, Goldman says in a comment- 
ary on. the former's views, “ when he 
states that the closing of the Dxchange 
was made necessary solely by the ab- 
gence of Government supervision, and 
be¢éause manipulation and short selling 
were permitted. That no manipulation 
now takes place on the Exchange Can 
be asserted without the fear of contra~ 
diction, and that short selling could not 
cause the closing of the Stock Exchange 
would seem to be so ‘obvious as to be 
almost a truism.
